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wherein said user stations in said first cell are assigned a second transmission frequency, 
said second transmission frequency not assigned to any user stations in any cell in said plurality 
of cells adjacent said first cell; 

wherein said base station and said user stations in said first cell are assigned one or more 
distinct codes for modulating radio communication for said first cell. 

/2D. (New) The wireless communication system of claim wherein said base station 
is assigned a first set of one or more distinct spreading codes for communicating with user 
stations in said first cell, said first set of one or more distinct spreading codes not being assigned 
to any base station for communicating in any cell in said plurality of cells adjacent said first cell, 
and wherein said user stations in said first cell are assigned a second set of one or more distinct 
spreading codes, said second set of one or more distinct spreading codes not assigned to any user 
stations in any cell in said plurality of cells adjacent said first cell. 



(New) The wireless communication system of claim^t^, wherein said base station 
communicates with said user stations using time division duplexing.
